As  many  wild  flowers  die  down 
to  the  ground  after  flowering  and  forming  seeds,  care  should  be  taken  not  to 
disturb  the  roots,  which  still  remain  green,  but  dormant,  and  put  forth  a  new 
plant  the  following  season.  With  many  varieties,  the  best  time  for  trans¬ 
planting  is  after  blooming  in  the  Spring,  when  they  remain  dormant  until  the 
Fall,  or  the  next  Spring.  For  these  plants,  such  as  iris,  delphinium  bi-color, 
dodecatlieon,  mertensia,  cypripedium,  etc.,  the  best  time  for  planting  is  June, 
July  and  August. 

While  we  are  in  a  position  to  furnish  any  plant,  or  quantity  of  plants  in¬ 
digenous  to  Montana,  we  have  listed  but  the  most  desirable  varieties,  selected 
for  their  beauty  and  ease  of  culture. 

In  all  cases  the  postage,  express,  or  freight  is  to  be  paid  by  the  prchaser. 
if  plants  are  desired  sent  byparcel  post,  add  10%  of  the  purchase  price  to  all 
points  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  and  15%  to  all  points  east  of  the  Mississ¬ 
ippi  River.

ACHILLEA, Milfoil,  Boule  de  Neige.  A  pretty  little  white  flower,  very  double, 
and  grows  about  18  inches  tall.  Considered  superior  to  the  Pearl,  of  the 
milfoils. 

ACONITUM  napellus.  Monkshood.  Bluish  purple  flowers  on  long  spikes,  4 
to  5  feet  tall.  Blooms  in  the  Fall.  Very  peculiar,  odd  shaped  flowers. 

ANAPHALIS  margaritacae.  Native.  A  pretty  little  evertasting  a  foot  tall, 
with  double  white  flwoers.  Grows  in  sun  o  rshade. 

AQUILEGIA  flavescens.  Native  Columbine.  1  to  3  feet  high,  with  clear, 
golden  yellow  flowers.  A  very  beautiful,  graceful  flowTer.  Does  well  in 
sun  or  shade. 

AQUILEGIA  Hybrids.  Finest  long  spurred,  in  many  combinations  of  colors, 
blue  and  white,  red  and  yellow,  purple  and  white,  pink  and  yellow,  clear 
white,  cream,  etc.  All  colors  mixed,  not  separate. 

AQUILEGIA  truncata.  This  is  a  beautiful  bright  red  and  yellow  variety  from 
Alaska.

Flowers  a  clear,  bright  yellow,  2  inches  or  more  across.  One  of  the  most 
beautiful  ray  flowers  we  have.  Lasts  well  as  a  cut  flower. 

ASTER  laevis,  var.  geyeri.  Native.  This  is  our  most  beautiful  perennial 
aster.  Grows  2  feet  high,  with  clear  blue  flowers  an  inch  across.  Does 
well  in  sun  or  light  shade  and  common  garden  soil. 

ASTER,  Novae  belgae.  Two  feet  tall,  with  flowers  an  inch  across  of  a  clear, 
soft,  rose  color. 

CAMPANULA  persicifolia.  Large,  bell-shaped,  white  flowers,  two  inches 
across.  Grows  2  to  3  feet  tall. 

CAMPANULA  rotundifolia.  Hare  Bells.  Native.  18  inches  high,  with  wiry 
stems,  and  small,  bell-shaped,  blue  flowers.  This  is  the  bluebell  of  song 
and  verse,  and  is  a  very  beautiful,  graceful,  little  flower. 

CASTILLEJA  miniata.  Native.  Two  feet  high,  with  bright,  vermilion  red 
flowers  and  bracts.  Found  growing  in  sun  or  light  shade,  and  is  known 
locally  as  Indian  Paint  Brush. 

CHIMAPHILLA  umbellata.  Prince’s  Pine.  Native.  An  evergreen  plant,  8 
inches  high,  with  white  or  pink  flowers.  Shade. 

CHRYSOPSIS  villosa.  Golden  Aster.  Native.  Eight  inches  tall,  with  bright 
yellow  ray  flowers  an  inch  across.  Fine  for  the  rock  garden.  Sun  and 
common  garden  soil  suits  it. 

CLEMATIS  Douglasii.  Native.  Bushy  plants,  growing  12  to  18  inches  high, 
with  finely  cut  foliage,  and  velvety,  dark  purple  flowers  in  Spring.  Full 
sun  and  a  rather  dry  soil. 

CLINTONIA  uniflora.  Native.  Large  leaved  plants  for  a  shady  place.  Eight 
inches  tall.  Foliage  resembles  Lily  of  the  Valley.  Flowers  lily-shaped, 
over  an  inch  in  diameter,  of  a  clear,  waxy  white.

THE  IRIS  may  be  planted  in  either  Spring  or  Fall,  but  soon  after  they  have 
finished  flowering  is  considered  the  best  time.  If  possible,  give  a  sunny 
location,  and  plant  them  with  the  rhizomes,  or  large  root  at  the  surface  of 
the  soil,  and  pack  soil  around  the  roots.  Our  stock  of  iris  is  unexcelled, 
being  grown  under  the  most  favorable  conditions  as  to  soil  and  climate. 

I.  FLAVESCENS.  Standards  and  falls  a  delicate  shade  of  fine  soft  yellow. 

I.  FLORENTINA  alba.  S.  and  F.  pearly  white,  faintly  flushed  with  lavender. 
Very  fragrant. 

I.  HER  MAJESTY.  S.  lovely  rose-pink.  F.  deeper  pink,  flushed  with  crim¬ 
son.  A  beautiful  variety. 

I.  INNOCENZA.  Standards  and  Falls  a  beautiful  ivory  white.  A  fine,  large 
flower. 

I.  KHARPUT.  S.  and  F.  dark  purple.  A  very  large  and  extra  fine  flower. 

I.  MADAME  CHEREAU.  S.  and  F.  white.  Petals  delicately  edged  with  blue. 

A  very  popular  variety. 

I.  MISSOURIENSIS.  Native.  This  is  the  iris  which  is  native  to  most  of  the 
Rocky  Mountain  region,  and  it  is  well  worthy  of  cultivation  in  any  garden.

LINUM  Lewisii.  Fairy  Flax.  Native.  A  delicate  looking  plant,  two  feet  high, 
found  in  low  mountain  meadows  as  well  as  on  the  tops  of  the  highest 
mountains.  Flow’ers  an  inch  in  diameter,  of  a  light  almost  translucent, 
sky-blue. 

LITHOPHRAGMA  heterophylla.  Woodland  Star.  Native.  A  dainty,  beauti¬ 
ful  little  plant,  10  to  18  inches  tall,  with  white  flowers  nearly  an  inch 
across,  with  prettily  slashed  petals.  Give  a  sunny  location. 

LUPINUS  laxiflorus.  Lupine.  Native.  2  to  3  feet  tall,  with  long  spikes  of 
blue  flowers.  Does  well  in  sun  or  shade. 

LYCHNIS  chalcedonica.  Maltese  Cross.  Grows  2  to  3  feet  high,  with  fiery, 
vermilion  red  flowers  in  large  clusters. 

MERTENSIA  oblongifolia.  Blue  Bells.  Native.  10  to  12  inches  high,  with 
clusters  of  beautiful,  bell-shaped,  clear  blue  flowers,  with  rose  colored 

buds.  Ordinary  garden  soil  and  full  sun  seems  to  satisfy  all  its  require¬ 
ments. 

MIMULUS  Lewisii.  Monkey  Flower.  Native.  This  handsome  plant  grows 
near  mountain  streams,  and  is  2  feet  or  more  tall.  Flowers  two  inches 
long,  of  a  blight  rose  color.  Grows  in  sun  or  shade. 

MIMULUS  Langsdorfii.  Monkey  Flower.  Native.  Inhabits  moist  places  in 
full  sun.  One  foot;  tall,  with  beautiful,  clear,  bright  yellow  flowers  two 
inches  long. 

MYOSOTIS  alpestris.  Forget-me-not.  Six  inches  tall,  with  sky-blue  flowers 
covering  the  plant.  Does  well  in  shade,  and  makes  a  fine  border  plant. 

PENTSTEMON  cyanthus.  Native.  Flowers  clear,  soft  blue,  on  two  foot  stems. 
The  corolla  has  a  white  throat,  artistically  shaded  with  deep  sky-blue, 
brilliantly  variegated.

POLEMONIUM  reptans.  A  low*  growing  variety  about  a  foot  tall,  covered 
with  dainty  blue  flowers  one  half  inch  across. 

PULSATILLA  hirsutissma.  Wind  Flower.  Native.  Is  8  to  12  inches  high, 
with  deep  lavender  blue  flowers,  2  inches  or  more  across.  Blooms  very 
early  in  Spring.

Give  a  dry, 
sunny  location. 

THALICTRUM  Fendleri.  Meadow  Rue.  Native.  This  is  conspicuous  for  its 
grace  and  airy  effect,  resembling  Maiden-hair  Fern.  More  than  two  feet 
tall,  with  small  greenish  flowers  like  gossamer  tassels.  Smooth,  finely  cut, 
bright  green  leaves.  There  is  probably  nothing  superior  for  using  with 
cut  flowers.  Does  best  in  shady  location. 

THLAPSI  alpestre.  Wild  Candytuft.  Native.  A  pretty  little  plant  with  white 
flowers,  found  growing  in  dry,  sunny  situations. 

VAGNER  A  amplexicaulis.  Smilacena.  Native.  Two  feet  tall,  with  a  feath¬ 
ery  cluster  or  fragrant,  cream-colored  flowers.  Grows  in  shady  woods. 

VAGXERA  sessilifolia.  Native.  A  shade  loving  plant,  2  feet  high,  with  an 
open  panicle  of  small,  star  shaped,  white  flowers. 

XEROPHYLLUM  tenax.  Elk  Lily.  Bear  Grass.  Native.  A  magnificent 
plant,  3  to  5  feet  high.  The  flower  cluster  grows  at  the  top  of  a  long 
stalk,  and  is  composed  of  hundreds  of  fragrant,  creamy  white  flowers,  a 
half  inch  across.  Requires  a  rather  dry  situation,  in  either  sun  or  shade.

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CAMAS  SI  A  quamasli.  Camas.  Native.  This  beautiful  flower  is  found  grow¬ 
ing  in  mountain  meadows,  and  is  about  two  feet  high.  The  flowers  are 
deep  blue,  two  inches  across,  and  five  to  twenty-five  blossoms  on  each 
stem.  Fine  for  naturalizing.  Plant  three  inches  deep,  and  five  inches 
apart.
